Many tenements have been vacant, which explains the de- 
crease in the amount of water bills colected. 

The amount paid for excess pumping is due to the fact 
that there were several bad leaks that could not be located 
as they did not show themselves above the surface. 

It will be necessary to lay all new pipes in the cemetery 
this year, as the pipes are so badly rusted. The latter part 
of last year we had to shut off the water owing to the 
great number of leaks. 

Arrangements have been made with the Worthington 
Pump Works to have the pump in the shoe factory repaired 
and placed in proper condition for pumping in case of 
serious need.

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HARRY A. WHITE. 


Harry White was born January 12, 1879, and died October 
18, 1918. On the morning of the eighteenth of last October 
the town of Raymond was stirred deeply upon hearing of the 
death of its greatest public spirited citizen, Harry White. 

Mr. White had secured a great place in the hearts of 
the people of Raymond and his sudden demise affected the ° 
town to a considerable degree. Mr. White spent all of his 
grammar school days attending the public schools of Ray- 
mond, and upon finishing them felt the need of further 
education. He went to Sanborn Seminary at Kingston and 
finished his education there. It was here in this school that 
Mr. White acquired a love for the very best things in the 
educatiénal line and came back to his native town with 
the high resolve to give to Raymond his point of view. 

When he was elected to the school board of Raymond his 
dreams for higher education became a reality. After he was 
elected he started a campaign to place a high school in Ray- 
mond, and after a vote was taken by the townspeople the 
school was secured. But hardly had the high school become a 
reality when the building was burned and once more a great 
work had to be done. Following considerable agitation and 
hard work a new site was secured and after many months of 
waiting the new school building was completed, where it 
stands today, a monument to the ideals of Mr. White. 

Mr. White had a very pleasing personality that greatly 
established him in the hearts of the school children and 
teachers. When he passed away the school children lost their 
very best friend. His thoughts were for them at all times. 
It was for the best interests of education that he devoted the 
Jast six years of his life. | 

It will be many a year before the town of Raymond ever 
again elects to the school board a man so wholly public 
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spirited, a man who will think little of his own interests, and 
so much of the interests of others.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board and the Citizens of Raymond, N. H.: 


The honor falls on me to submit herewith my sixth annual 
report and the twelfth in the series of the reports of the dis- 
trict superintendents. 

The administration of the public schools during the past 
year has been exceedingly difficult. School boards and super- 
- intendents have found it almost impossible to secure and to 
retain competent teachers, to meet the constantly increas- 
ing cost of paper, books, necessary apparatus and supplies, 
and to get requisite repairs made when labor has pean so 
scarce and its wages so high. 

The desertion of the teaching profession by so many of the 
best teachers and the marked decrease of those now in prep 
aration are alarming signs to those who realize that no free 
people can endure without free educational facilities. In 
many towns and cities schools have been closed because of 
inability to secure teachers, although substantial increases in 
salaries have been offered. In addition the dread scourge of 
influenza has been among us. Some of our best citizens as 
you know well have been taken from us; others have suf- 
fered prolonged illness and weakness; our teaching staff has 
not escaped. The schools have suffered severely from the 
influenza, poor attendance, interrupted studies and the.neces- 
sary curtailment of much of the usual requirement. Several 
changes in the teaching corps have been made in the ele- 

mentary grades and naturally these grades have suffered; 


a: 
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the illness of some of the teachers has also made inroads 
into the expected achievements of the year. 

In spite of these obstacles the schools have continued in 
session except for the five weeks lost because of influenza, 
and the classes are forging ahead with their work; unless 
further losses are sustained and something unforseen inter- 
venes the standard requirement of the year can be completed 
by the last of June. 

Since the last report was issued there have occurred sev- 


‘eral notable events that should always remain as landmarks 


in the history of the local schools and community. Great 
credit is due to the citizens for their support and co-opera- 
tion and to the officials of the school district for their intelli- 
gent direction and for what has been already achieved. 

The dedication of the new combination building was the 
consummation of hopes long delayed. A modern structure 
fitted for the needs of all the pupils of the town, equipped 
with the best heating, lighting and ventilating devices, and 
situated in an unrivalled location commanding a fine view of 
river, hills and village and away from the distracting influ- 
ences of the streets and stores, affording spacious accom- 
modation for the development of playgrounds, gardens, ath- 
letic fields, agricultural, recreational and vocational activities, 
was on the day of dedication giyen over to the people of 
Raymond, and to their sons and daughters, that it might 
become a constant object of pride and an inspiration for 
future attainment. 

Last June the first high school graduation ever held in 
Raymond took place. Three young men and one young 
lady were graduated from the Senior High school, prepared 
to enter college or other higher institution if they so desired. 
The State Superintendent, who delivered the address on 
that occasion, paid high tribute to the community and its atti- 
tude toward its schools. 

The year 1917-18 marked the completion of the high school 
development by the extension of the program through the 
twelfth year of school life. In September five curricula were . 
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offered the pupils. Every detail of these curricula has been 
inspected and approved by the State Department of Pub- 
lice Instruction. Raymond, in the most recent report, was 
rated as one of fifteen A-6 secondary schools of the state. 
This means much to the town, to the parents and to the 
pupils. 

Raymond has a school system which provides at compara- 
tively small outlay many educational facilities; in this system 
a reasonably high level of scholarship is now maintained. As 
our system has kept pace with developments elsewhere and 
has put into effect what has been regarded the best of modern 
educational procedure, little change or alteration will be 
necessary for the next five years. Improvement and ex- 
tension of the departments now established is the work we 
haye before us. As most of the courses have had equipment 
provided, and the replacement of losses by fire has been nearly 
completed, expenditures in these directions will not be nearly 
as great. 

The growth and the development of the various branches 
of the Junior and the Senior High schools are outstanding 
features of the school year; much has been accomplished 
whether the measure be quantity or quality. Some of the 
new courses offered this year are Spanish, solid geometry, 
trigonometry, the history of civilization, political economy, 
business law and practise, nursing, care of infants, the aged 
and the sick, advanced physiology, dietetics, first aid, ete. 

Both rooms of the Pecker school building have been 
utilized—one as a room for woodworking, the other as a hall 
for the “Victory Girls!” The woodworking department 
has been under the charge of Rev. EH. W. Pound since the 
opening of the school year. A wisit to this recom when the 
boys are at work will interest you and afford proof of the 
value of this training. Later in the year an exhibit of the 
products of this department and the domestic arts department 
will be sade. 

Not the least valuable part of this y-ar’s work have been 
the results of methods applied to eliminate deficiencies in the 
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“Three R’s” from among the high school pupils. Personal 
work with the individual pupil or with groups of pupils 
has been increasingly persistent. A constant testing-out process 
of the pupil’s efficiency in essentials has been kept up. LIlere 
is seen the Junior High school idea at its best. 

The progress cf elementary pupils through their grades is 
watched very closely by teacher and superintendent. When 
the many obstacles that have been put in the way of attain- 
ing excellence are given consideration, conditions appear 
quite satisfactory. 

In the last report a discussion of the subject of war gardens 
appeared. In. the spring 106 pupils registered as members 
of the New Hampshire Junior Food Producers. Of this nuin- 
ber 65 cultivated gardens and reported the amount of crops 
raised. The valuation of these crops (based on the whole- 
sale price list printed in the Boston Herald of Novy. 26, 
1918) was found to be $1,769.56, and these figures were re- 
ported to the State Department. In the fall an exhibit of 
garden products raised in these gardens was held in each of 
the rooms. The quantity and the quality of these exhibits 
proved that some loyal work had been done for Uncle Sam 
and that the appeal of the national government had not fallen 
on unpatriotic ears. Als the need for next winter will be as 
great if not greater, this state organization of Junior Food 
Producers has been merged into a great national organiza- 
tion known as the U. 8S.’ School Garden Army. This body 
is under the direction of the Secretary of the Interior and 
the Bureau of Education and is organized on the same prin- 
ciple as our national army now in France. This spring the 
State Department will endeavor to enroll 50,000 soldiers for 
next summer’s drive and to obtain a harvest valued at 
$250,000. As there is no more patriotic service a boy or girl 
can render their country than this, parents are urged to 
give especial attention to encouraging the work. Badges. will 
be given to the young farmers and the officers will be awarded 
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insignia. It is hoped that some form of supervision will be 
afforded this summer. 

Last year’s report on the subject of medical inspection will 
bear re-reading. Surely some good plan, not of necessity 
expensive, for safeguarding and inspecting the health of 
school children should be put into effect. At the present time 
the State Board of Charities and Correction and the State 
Department of Public Education are collecting data con- 
cerning the feeble-minded and neglected pupils. From this 
may come more ‘intelligent and wiser treatment of these 
children, and a relief to those who are trying to solve a 
difficult problem in popular education. 

While the superintendent recognizes the wisdom and the 
necessity of curtailing expenditure wherever possible, he 
ean not but refrain from pointing out a few things that 
should be done, since it is not economy to neglect them: an- 
other layer of cement should be placed on the basement floor 
of the new building so as to prevent the dust from filtering 
up through the cracks; a chemistry and physics table should 
be constructed for the laboratory; the front of the domestic 
arts building should be painted; electric bells between the 
several rooms should be installed; a comprehensive plan for 
laying out playgrounds and athletic fields on the school land 
should be drawn up, adopted and a start made in putting 
into effect at least a portion of the plan. By proper co-oper- 
ation of citizens and school authorities many expenses may be 
unnecessary or at least much reduced. 

Your thoughtful attention is called to the usual statistical 
tables, the roll of honor, the war activities, the requirements 
for admission to the Junior High school, the five curricula 
and a brief explanation of the several courses pursued. Par- 
ents and pupils are requested to keep this report for refey 
ence. 7 

I desire to give expression here to my sincere appreciation 
of the assistance and the strong support of the board, of the 
intelligent and loyal work of the teachers and of the hearty 
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co-operation of citizens and parents who must realize the 
difficulties the school officials have faced in the past two 
years.
